Lieut. Reid 
is Wounded 
in Training 


Son of Prominent 
Local Physician 
In Army Hospital 


W ord w as received here this 
w eek of a serious and painful ac­ 
cident w hich befell Lt. H enry S. 
Reid, Jr., son of Dr. and Mrs. 
H enry S. Reid of Palm Springs at 
an arm y air field in Texas. 
Lt. Reid, who w as taking the 
last step in a long course of in­ 
tensive study in the air forces at 
the flexible gunnery school at 
H arlington. Texas, w as accident­ 
ally shot in the eye and the hand 
and is now in a m ilitary hospital 
in D enver recovering from a deli­ 
cate operation to rem ove the bul­ 
let from his eye. It will be some 
tim e before the outcome of the 
operation w ill be known. 


RUSH TO TEXAS 


The accident occured on Sept 
8 according to letters received by 
friends from Mrs. Reid. Dr. and 
Mrs. Reid were a t Estes Park 
w hen w ord of the accident reach­ 
ed them. Dr. Reid im m ediately 
flew to the Fort Sam H ouston 
hospital w here his son had been 
taken and Mrs. Reid followed by 
train. 
The bullets had been rem oved 
from Lt. Reid’s hands and it was 
decided to have th e eye opera­ 
tion perform ed a t the Fitzim on 
G eneral Hospital in Denver. 


DELAY RETURN HERE 


Accordingly Lt. Reid was flown 
there w here the operation was 
perform ed and the bullet rem oved 
from his eye. Both eyes are now 
bandaged and Lt. Reid is being 
kept quiet in the hope for com­ 
plete recovery. 
As result of th e accident, Dr. 
and Mrs. Reid are not expected 
back in 
Palm 
Springs 
before 
O ctober 15, Mrs. R eid said. They 
have returned to Estes P ark to be 
near D enver and their son. 
Lt. Reid’s injury came on the 
eve of completion of his officers’ 
training course an d the aw ard of 
th e coveted wings.

Every family in Palm Springs must buy at least 
$ 3 1 5 worth of war bonds this month if the Village 
is to meet its quota of $470,000 in the third wrar 
loan drive. 
Not counting soldiers and their families who 
are living here temporarily, there are probably 
1500 families in the Village. One need not be a 
mathematician to figure these families must each 
spend $315 or more to raise $470,000. Of course, the 
soldiers will help to the extent of their resources. 
Whatever the amount one family falls short must 
be made up by the others. Therefore, there must be 
many $1,000 bonds and some $5,000 bonds sold 
here. 
If only 470 families buy bonds, each will have 
to buy a $1,000 bond. 
If 940 buy, they will 
have to average $500 per family. It appears 
most of us will have to do better than that. 


There is one thing to remember— Palm Springs 
has never, NEVER, failed to deliver. Every drive 
has gone over with much to spare. We will do it 
again. 
The timing of this drive is wrong for the Vil­ 
lage. Few of our well-to-do winter visitors are here 
now. They will come later None of the bonds in this 
drive are to be sold to banks or insurance compan­ 
ies, who bought $5 billion worth while the public 
bought $8 billon worth in the second drive. All must 
be bought by the common people and business 
firms—and the amount asked by the treasury de­ 
partment is double the amount purchased by the 
public last April—fifteen billion dollars. 


So that means w e’ve got to dig deeper into our 
pockets and savings accounts than ever before. 
The city must back up its own soldiers, sailors and 
marines, fighting on every war front. Some of them 
have given their lives, others have been critically 
wounded and are lying in hospitals far from home, 
while still others are missing in action or are pris­ 
oners of the Japs. Other Village boys in uniform 
will undoubtedly make similar sacrifices. If we in­ 
vest all our money to help supply them with the 
fighting tools they need and to save as many of 
those precious lives as possible, we will not be mak­ 
ing the sacrifices they are making. We must not 
fail them. 


It Is Nol Over 


Strong Railroads 


Seen as Post-War 


National Bulwark 


If the railroads are soundly 
positioned 
financially after the 
war, they should continue to be 
a bulw ark to the prosperity of the 
country, in the opinion of A. T. 
Mercier, president of the South­ 
ern Pacific Comapny. 
Financially 
strong 
railroads 
could serve the nation, he says, 
not only by providing efficient 
and economical mass transporta­ 
tion, which is a first essential of 
business and industry, but also 
by turning purchasing pow er into 
channels of trade through vast 
sums paid in w ages to railroad 
e m p l o y e s 
and, 
additionally, 
through very heavy purchases of 
m aterials and supplies. 
M ercier points out that a large 


am ount of m aintenance work not 
absolutely necessary to safe op­ 
eration of the railroads at this 
tim e has had to be postponed 
during the w ar period. Conse­ 
quently, he adds, after the w ar 
there will be need for rehabilita­ 
tion on a large scale, and this is 
im portant to the country. 
In 
announcing 
new 
all-tim e 
high records for freight and p as­ 
senger traffic in the first half of 
1943, M ercier said: 
"This is 
the first 
period in 
which railroad earnings have ap ­ 
proached a reasonable return in 
more than a decade. 
The level 
of rates under w hich traffic is 
moving is the low est in history 
by u n it of w ork perform ed. For 
the first five m onths of 1943, 
taxes absorbed m ore than half

The most serious threat to the successful pros­ 
ecution of the war on the home front is complac­ 
ency and over-optimism. Encouraging news from 
the fighting fronts within recent months has had 
a bad effect on the home morale—it has given 
such encouragement that the tendency to let down 
has been markedly reflected in the production and 
civilian defense effort. 
But the war is not over, and may not be over 
for one, two or even three years. Certainly let­ 
downs on the home front will not help to speed the 
day of victory. The American people must come to 
a full and complete realization that a single victory, 
no matter how sweeping, or a series of victories in 
one or more of the theaters of action can easily be 
turned into final defeat unless we hold our posi­ 
tions and consolidate all gains. 
Four years ago— September 1, 1939— the arm­ 
ies of Germany invaded Poland, armies that were 
thought to be invincible. Then moving from vic­ 
tory to victory, with some help from Italy, the Ger­ 
man armies swept through Poland, France, Bel­ 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Norway, Yugoslavia, Al­ 
bania, Greece, and other smaller countries like a 
scourge. 
The Luftwaffe hammered at English 
cities; Coventry and other towns were reduced to 
rubble and great sections of London laid in waste. 
Russia was invaded and its richest sections to the 
gates of Leningrad, Moscow and Stalingrad al­ 
most completely destroyed. But Germany and Italy 
failed to make their victories permanent. Both are 
now fighting a losing war, their backs to the wall 
and with a determined people in the over-run 
countries scourging their backward movement. 
The victory arch erected in Berlin in 1940 
mocks the Hitlerites. 
Japan destroyed much of the American fleet 
and laid waste to a great part of the Pearl Harbor 
installations in the attack that marked the begin­ 
ning of American involvement. Then sent armies 
of invasion sweeping in what seemed to be an ir- 
resitable tide over the Philippines, through Indo­ 
china, Thailand, Burma, Singapore, the Dutch 
East Indies, down to the island continent of Aus­ 
tralia. Halted in its forward march, the Nipponese 
are now on the back track fighting on the defen­ 
sive. 
But the power of the axis armies, east and 
west, is not broken. The stinger has not been re­ 
moved. Let-downs now on all-out production of the 
war and failure to consolidate gains made at the 
cost of lives and treasure will only give a breathing 
spell to permit the enemy nations to recoup their 
losses in materiel and to reorganize their veteran 
armies. 
“There is no royal road to an American victory 
in this second World War,” said National Com­ 
mander Roane Waring on his return from a visit 
to the fighting front in Africa. “The sooner that 
we, the American people, grasp the firm fact that 
we have to travel a road of toil, of sweat, of blood 
and of undreamed sacrifices, and resolutely set 
out to travel that hard road, the sooner we will 
emerge out of the strain of the doing into the peace 
of the done. Then only can come a final military 
triumph that will put an end forever to Hitler and 
his despicable cohorts.” 
That is not scare talk. It is not intended to de­ 
press an already war-burdened people. But the 
truth must be told. Even casual observers have 
commented on the tendency to slack in civilian 
defense efforts. 
The danger of invasion is not over by any 
means. Advancing armies a thousand or two thous­ 
and miles away offer no protection to the home 
shores from sneak attacks. 
. 
Rear Admiral Charles E. Rosendahl told the 
New Jersey department convention that “The 
twin specters of ‘too little’ and ‘too late’ would be 
horrible enough, but nothing short of calamitous 
would be the triple-threat of ‘too little,’ ‘too late’ 
and ‘quitting too soon.’ ” 
We must not quit too soon, either in keeping up 
the home defense or in carrying fire and sword to 
the national enemy. 
That effort will require a 
greater concentration of individual effort and the 
employment of every skill. 
Every American has an individual responsibil 
ity in winning this war; an obligation to our country 
and to the nearly ten million young men and w o­ 
men who are enrolled in the combat forces. We all 
want our sons to come back to us safely, and 
quickly. But they have a job to do before they can 
come back, and their quick return depends entire­ 
ly upon the support they get from the people at 
home. 
America must be alert and must be eternally 
vigilant. A war only half won is a defeat, and this 
time the victory must be complete and the job fin­ 
ished for the preservation of civilization; the safety 
of world peace and assurance that our grandchild­ 
ren will not have to fight another world war tw en­ 
ty or twenty-five years hence. 
Legion posts 
throughout the 
country are 
preaching “America Alert.” It is not a new pro­ 
gram; it is only intensifying a program began 
years ago reshaped to meet the conditions we face 
today. It is but a continuation of the demand for 
adequate national defense— defense on the home 
front. 
“America Alert.”

Change in Defense 


Clarified by State 


War Council Heads 


Explanation of the three zones 
in California planned by the Ar­ 
my's W estern Defense Command 
on the basis of their importance 
in civilian defense was announ­ 
ced last week by the California 
W ar council at Sacram ento. The 
council recom mended revaluation 
of civilian defense in view of Al­ 
lied successes in the Pacific war 
theater. 
Zone 1 covers the coastal areas 
"subject to direct enemy attack”, 
including the San Francisco bay 
region, Los Angeles and suburbs 
and the San Diego area. 
STEP UP ALERTNESS 
In th at zone, the council recom­ 
m ended a stepping-up of civilian 
defense 
"to 
greater 
efficiency 
than ever.” 
Zone 
2 covers 
inland 
areas 
"containing secondary objectives 
of direct enemy attacks or areas 
th at contribute vitally to the first 
zone. For zone 2 the council rec­ 
ommended a “somewhat lessened 
accent on some protective serv­ 
ices." 


In zone 3, covering all areas of 
the state not included in zones 1 
and 
2, 
which 
includes 
Palm 
Springs, the council recom mend­ 
ed concentration on war services 
instead of civilian protection. 
DANGER RECEDING 


Explaining the relaxation of 
defense activity, W illard Keith, 
war council director, said 
grad­ 
ually. as our m ilitary m ight grew, 
our Navy and our arm ies were 
able to throw back the enemy un­ 
til the danger has now some­ 
w hat receded. It has not gone, but 
it has been lessened.” 


He emphasized that the council 
recommended 
an even 
greater 
alertness in all three areas by 
auxiliary police, auxiliary fire and 
e m e r g e n c y medical services 
against the possible danger of 
sabotage, racial unrest and nat­ 
ural disaster.

A form er Palm Springs resi­ 
dent, now in the army, Pvt. V. L. 
Jansen, son of W. J. Jansen, lo­ 
cal carpenter qualified for hero s 
honors in the northw est, accord­ 
ing to word reaching here this 
week.

Pvt. Jansen saved the life of a 
small boy w hen he plunged into 
the w aters of Puget Sound to res­ 
cue th e lad. 
Before entering the service Pvt.

"GOD IS MY CO-PILOT" 
By Col. Robert L. Scott 
This is Colonel Scott’s personal 
narrative. It is entirely his work 
—every w ord of it is his own. And 
it is a blessing for Am ericans that 
a m an who has had one of the 
outstanding careers in American 
aviation, a m an really born to fly, 
should tu rn out to be also a born 
story-teller. 
“His story,” says G eneral Chen- 
nault in his Forew ard, “is a rec­ 
ord of persistence, determ ination, 
and courage from early boyhood.”

A ir Task Force. 
There are m any G reat Fighter- 
pilots in this book. Here are the 
m en who are w inning astounding 
victories against trem endous odds, 
keeping C hina’s 
heart beating, 
keeping China in the w ar. They 
have never received such moving 
tributes, never been so vividly 
pictured, as in this narrative by 
their com m anding officer. This is, 
in fact, one of th e greatest w ar 
adventure stories ever w ritten. 
The tales it tells seem incredible, 
but they show w hat men can do 
in war, and they go straight to 
the heart of the reader because 
they come hum orously and mod­ 
estly from a m an who is both 
brave and generous. A nd they 
come from a m an who holds 
deep in his own heart the belief 
he has expressed in the title of 
his book—the faith that his plane 
has carried an Unseen Co-pilot, 
who, w hen Scott has needed help, 
has told him w hat to do.
